It is a question a few 
weeks until the great lakes are closed to 
navigation. When that happens the rush 
of grain to the lake ports will slow down, 
and the demand for box cars to 
will diminish. These cars 1 presumably 
stand loaded all winter with grain which 
might as well be stored somewhere else 
or will stand idle, in ever increasing num- 
bers, until the lakes unlocked again 
next spring 

What is not at all easy to understand 
is why, when the grain rush is over, the 
box cars thus released frem service cannot 
be set to the task of hauling Alberta coal 
to Ontario. That certainly could be done 
if the special rate granted for a three 
month period in the early summer were 
made effective during winter months 

The Alberta trade commissioner states 
that from 250,000 to 300,000 tons of Al- 
berta coal could be sold in Ontario next 
winter if it could be landed there at a 
competitive price. Alberta has the coal, 
and the mines are able to produce it

much family counts 

One writer puts it thus: “Another 
interesting reflection for the student 
interested in family names and coats 
of arms and achievements is the fact 
that the mechanism of heredity 
forces us to conclude that at times 
John Doe, who is very proud of his 
descent from the ancient and hon- 
orable Joseph Doe, is in, reality no 
more related to the aforesaid ancient 
Doe than he is to the present Sultan 
of Turkey.” The reason for this is 
that if we go back even a few gen- 
erations we have altogether too many 
aancestors, and any large collection 
of ancestors must be equally the an- 
cestors of many other present-day 
families.

Not at all: it means that her- 
ledity, though it counts, has to score 
with the aid on against the odds of 
hchance; it counts on the average, in 
ithe long run; it will show more regu- 
larly group-wise than individually 
And the more we know of the mech- 
Naniem of heredity, the more impres- 
sive it becomes that heredity or fam- 
ily similarity should come out as 
strongly as it dors 

The story by no means ends there 
There is biending. Mulattoes have a 
skin color in between the black and 
the white, yet the children of two 
mulattoes may vary in color from a 
shade lighter to one darker than 
either parents There is the fact 
that some traits have many deter- 
miners Taliness may result from a 
combination of trunk-length and leg- 
length and a marked activity of the 
gland that is responsible for growth 
And tallness is rather a simple matter 
compared to intelligence or good 
temper. A most important fact ts 
that the organization, on which de- 
pends much of just those differences 
| that count most heavily in the kind 
jof lives we live, is so obscure and 
microscopic that we havent as yet 
any inkling of how it operates 

Take the matter of sensibility A 
boy aged 4 and his sister aged 8 have 
been brought up under exactly the 
same family regime. They have 
the same family history, and neither 
has had any serious illness. The gir! 
will not eat anything that tastes a 
little differently from the food she is 
used to; she detects differences that 
escape the rest of the family. Both 
parents eat almost anything, have no 
food whims Neither hus the boy. 
As a younger child he is far more 
likely to imitate his sister; but he im- 
itates nobody. He follows his nature 
and eats ariything that is food, does 
not mind if the cocoa’s scorched or 
the milk a bit sour, But the mother 
recalls that her younger sister was 
full of food whims. Such differences 
in sengibility certainly seem inborn 
and not acquired. If they stend as 
the pattern of most of eur differ- 
enoes, heredity seems to have the 
right of way 

Biology finds that genealogy over- 
States the case, and in going back 
with pride to so many generations, 
the pride increases as the reason for 
it decreases. Not all of us, but a 
large democratic majority of us, are 
of “good” family, whether our an- 
cestors came over in the Mayflower 
or in the steerage, or would be so if 
we could inherit from the best en- 
dowed among our ancestry. But we 


Good 
families may have black sheep; and 
high endowment may spring from
